There are tranſmitted into, and now 
remaining in the four Treaſuries belong- 
ing to the Receipt of his Majeſties Court 
of Exchequer (commonly called the Tal- 
Iy-Court) under the Cuſtody of the Lord- 
Treaſurer and Chamberlains all the Plea- 
Rolls and other Records from his Maje- 
ſties Court of King's Bench before King 
Henry the Sixth's time, and all the Plea- 
Rolls from his Majeſties Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, before King Henry the Eight's 
time, and all the Pedes fininm before King 
Fames time, and all the old Forreſt-Rolls, 
Aſſize-Rolls, Placita Corone & quo War.

Book called Dooms-day, and the black 
Book, with divers other worthy Records, 
each door to each Treaſury having three 
Locks, one Key of each door is kept by 
the Scriptor Talliarum; and the other two 
Keys of each door are kept by the two 
Under-Chamberlains.

There is alſo in the Exchequer a Court 


commonly called the Exchequer- Cham- 
ber, which according to the ancient 
courſe and order of the Law, matters of 
great weight and difficulty firſt moved 
and depending in the High Court of 
Chancery, the King's Bench, or the Com- 
mon Pleas, are adjourned there to be de- 
termined and judged by all the Judges of 
England. Coke*s 7th. Part. 2. 4. Calvin's 
Caſe. 

And in Cołe's ſaid Book, fol. 20. b. in 
Sir Thomas Cecill's Caſe, it was reſolved 
by all the Judges of England, That where- 
as Sir Thomas Cecill was ſued in the Court 
of Exchequer for the King for the forfei- 
ture of an Obligation of the Summe of 
10000 Marks: That this Court of Ex- 
chequer- Chamber may well upon an En- 
gliſh Bill (although that the Suit was by 
Proceſs at the Common Law in the Court 
of Exchequer before the Barons) make a 
Decree in the Caſe according to Reaſon, 
or good Conſcience, according to the 
purport of the Statute made 33. H. 8. 
cap. 39. for as to that purpoſe they are 
but one Court.
